REMARKS 

A Petition to Accept Unintentionally Delayed Claim for Priority under 
. 37 C.F.R. § 1 .78(a)(3) was submitted concurrently with the Response. This petition was 
dismissed by the Office of Petitions on December 3, 2002. The dismissal states that the 
provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(3) do not apply because the present application was filed 
before November 29, 2000. 

A continued prosecution application was filed on December 1 5, 2000. 
37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(2)(i) exempts continued prosecution applications from further provisions 
of the rule, thus, a petition to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(3) and the surcharge under 37 C.F.R. 1.1 7(t) are not required in a 
continued prosecution application in order to amend a claim to priority.
